AMENDMENT 


IN THE CLAIMS: 


Please amend the claims as follows: 


1. (Original) An isolated polypeptide or variant thereof comprising a polypeptide sequence 
having substantial identity to a wild type ricin A chain first globular domain sequence and lacks 
detectable N-glycosidase-rRNA activity or exhibits reduced N-glycosidase-rRNA activity ; 
compared to a control. 
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2. (Original) The polypeptide of claim 1, wherein the polypeptide retains the functional integrity 
of the neutralizing immunological epitope of wild type ricin A chain. 

3. (Original) The polypeptide of claim 1, wherein the polypeptide has an aqueous solubility that 
is greater than the solubility of wild type ricin A chain.
